Bincudinents offered to the pending 
tariff bill m the senate, 328 provide for 
increased rates of duty from 10 to BOO 
per cent., and only 0 for reductions. 
The remainder consist of changes in 
phraseology and of classification. 


Most of_ the amendments are a re- 


treat from the ad valorem to specific 
system of duties. 
A marked exception 


to this is found in the new woolen 
schedule, where the 
proposed com- 


pound system of duties, combining spe- 
cific and ad valorem rates, which was 
proposed, has been rejected and sjd va- 
lorem

They are astounded at 
its simplicity, and almost disappointed 
at what they would term its uuromrfn- 
tic character. The cardinal's palace, 
whether its exterior be of princely ap- 
pearance or not, is certainly very plain 
within. 
His 
apartments 
are not 


adorned with luxurious profusion, and 
usually contain only such articles of 
furniture as the demands of his work 
require. 


I remember a visit to the rooms of 


the late Cardinal Simeoni, in the Pro- 
paganda palace, and was struck by the 
absence of every thing suggesting a life 
of ease, writes llev. I?. A. Cunningham 
in Donahoe's Magazine. The three or 
four antechambers contained buta few 
chairs for the accommodation of those 
awaiting ail audience. 
There was 


nothing remarkable in any one of them. 


The reception room itself is even 


more plain, a small apartment contain- 
ing a long table with the usual cover- 
Ing of green cloth, a dozen common 
chairs for the use of the secretaries, a 
crucifix and a few pictures. The only 
object of absolute worth in the whole 
suite of apartments was the grand old 
man himself, simple as a child, yet 
holdiug in his hand the religious gov- 
ernment of over twenty-five million 
people. 


Rising at an early hour, the cardi- 


nal's first duties are immediately to 
God. 
Morning prayer, mass and medi- 


tation precede the slight breakfast of 
black coffee, with one or two volls. 
His morning is occupied with the rou- 
tine of business, and it is only in the 
evening that he can find the few hours 
of leisure for society. 


In the social circle, sufficiently large 


at Rome, the cardinal appears most to 
advantage. 
It is then, in the brilliant 


play of learning/'ancl wit, that he is 
forced to display those charming qual- 
ities that must endow him for his high 
position. 


The outward pomp, however, which 


etiquette requires of him, is but the 
covering of a simple, unostentatious 
life; and if at the end of the day he 
may be seen walking out upon the 
Pincian hill, like other people, and 
taking a little rest and recreation, we 
cannot deny that he has earned it well. 


FrencrvluK Iho Health of SclioolbOfK by 


Dally Attention to Their Condition. 
"A Headmaster's Wife," in an uncom- 


monly • sensible letter to a-Txmdoii 
paper, describes a plan whereby the 
health of schoolboys or young col- 
legians can be more thoroughly taken 
care of than is usual, lu normal school, 
practice all boys "reported sick" are 
excused from football and othersports, 
but the question is, to what extent 
must a schoolboy feel ailing before ho 
reports himself sick? It is the very 
pluck that one admires in boys that 
generally works the rniscliicf. and they 
often .will iiotcomplain uutil the delay 
has more or less seriously aggravated 
the case. 


.Though so unready to report himsolf 


"sick," a boy will usually admit that 
he "does not feel very gay" if the 
question is put to him directly, and it 
is this fact that has given rise to a 
system which has been found to an- 
swer excellently well. 
One boy in 


each dormitory is appointed to report 
each night upon the condition of the 
boys in his dormitory, lie writes on a 
slip of paper: "All well in such and 
such dormitory," and adds the datu, 
or: "All well except so and so, who 
complains of this or that malaise." 
These slips are placed nightly on the 
desk of the lady manageress. 


Suppose that a boy complains of 


headache or sore throat, he is'at once 
summoned, the slight ailment is in- 
quired into, a simple remedy ordered, 
aud in nine cases out of tun nothing 
more is heard of the matter. If. how- 
ever, it seems to be a case of chill, the 
boy is kept warm in the sick room for 
a day or two. 


"I am convinced." says the "Head- 


master's Wife," "that being kept warm 
for a day or two often wards off a seri- 
ous illness, and in this opinion I am 
supported by one of the most eminent 
of London physicians. A plan some- 
thing analogous to this might be car- 
ried on in nearly all educational insti- 
tutions. The 'preventive' takes only a 
day or two, the 'euro' may take weeks, 
and that means a serious lass of valua- 
ble work 
and 
possibly precarious 


health for years to come."

The phenomenon known as light- 


ning, followed by a rolling, reverber- 
ating report, recognized as thunder, is 
common to a.wide zone of the eartli, 
but it is not generally known that 
there are localities where the vivid 
flashes and tlie deafening peals are in- 
cessant. 
The most notable of these 


continuous lightning 
districts, says 


the Pittsburgh IDispatch, is on the 
eastern coast of the island of San Do- 
mingo, a leading member of the group 
of the West Indies. 
It is not meant 


that the lightning- is here continuous 
the year round, but that, with the 
commencement of the rainy season, 
comes this zigzag feature of electric il- 
lumination, which is then continuous 
day and night f6r weeks. The storm 
center is not continuously local, but 
shifts over a considerable area, and, as 
thunder is seldom heard over a greater 
distance than eight miles, and the 
lig-htning in the night will illuminate 
so as to be seen thirty miles, there may 
be days in some localities where the 
twinkle on the sky is in a continuous 
succession while the rolling reports 
are absent. Then again come days 
and nights when the electric artillery 
is piercing in its detonations; and 
especially is this the case when two 
separate local'cloud centers join, as it 
were, in an electric duel, and, as some- 
times occurs, a third participant ap- 
pears to add to the elemental warfare. 
Then there is a blazing sky with blind- 
ing vividness and stunning peals that 
seem to pin the listener to the earth. 
Long before the echoes can die away 
come others, until the auricular mech- 
anism seems hammered into chaos.

The custom of sending-one on a boot- 


less errand or otherwise "April fool- 
ing" him on the first day of that month 
is very ancient: yet it cannot truthfully 
be said that anyone is equal to the 
task of tracing it to its origin. Some 
antiquarians profess to believe it a 
survival of the travesty of sending the 
Saviour hither and thither, first from 
Annas to Caiaphas and then to Pilate 
and Herod. The opinion is strengthened 
by the fact that during the middle 
ages that very scene in Christ's life 
was made the subject of one of the 
Easter -'Miracle Plays" enacted on the 
chief streets of London and other Eng- 
lish cities of the first class. Even 
though the above opinion has received 
the sanction of Hrande, Moore and 
Hone, it is not at all unlikely that it is 
really a relic of some old heathen fes- 
tival, such as the Holi festival of the 
Hindoos or 
the Roman "Feast of 


I'opls." The custom, whatever its ori- 
gin, of playing tricks and pranks of all 
kinds on the first day of April is 
universal throughout Europe, and is 
also practiced in many other countries 
and nnder various names. It,is a curi- 
ous fact that the Hindoo Hnli festival, 
where April fool tricks of all sorts arc 
played, is held on the night of the 31st 
of March, and the orgies are not dis- 
continued unti! sunrise on the morn- 
ing of April 1.

That is to say, th» 
combat ceases the moment either of 
the adversaries loses blood. ' In these 
duels the sword is always usad, and 
the slightest scratch on the hand or 
the arm—which are the localities usu- 
ally scratched—signalizes the end of 
the game and authorizes the duelists 
to sheathe their weapons and go some- 
where to dinner together. Instances 
have happened in which a. duelist has 
been accidentally run 
through the 


body and killed, but incidents of this 
sort are extremely infrequent com- 
pared with the fatalities of the foot- 
ball tield. Italian dueling is probably 
the safest of all athletic sports, except 
prize fighting as practiced, by modern 
pugilists by means of letters to the 
sporting papers.

The Farmer Trained Bl» Kazorbaclu to 


Exterminate Serpents. 


"Talk about snakes," said a resident 


of Boston the other day, "there are 
more of 'em to the square acre in Flor- 
ida than in any other part of this glori- 
ous country. But as numerous as they 
are they are not half as abundant fts 
they were a few years ago, before any 
organized effort was made to annihi- 
late the whole serpentine breed. 


"It seems that a bright idea involving 


the wholesale extinction of snakes en- 
tered the mind of one William Jones, 
who up to that time had been a poor 
farmer struggling to support a big f am- 
ilv. Now he is one' of the solid men of 
the county, and he made all his money 
by the. successful execution of that 
idea. 
He knew that the ordinary 


razorback hog of Florida was a great 
natural enemy of snakes, and he'set to 
work to systematically train a whole 
drove of hogs to hunt down and de- 
stroy the reptiles. In a little while he 
had his swine as thoroughly trained in 
their part as setter dogs are drilled to 
point quail. He first cleared his own 
farm of a vast quantity of big ones, 
and then he began to hire out his hogs 
to his neighbors who were snake-af- 
flicted. The fame of those razorbacks 
Bpread all over tlfe land and people 
whose places were infested with rat- 
tlesnakes and men who were clearing 
up new land sent for Jones' hogs.
